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STATE  LIVESTOCK  SANITARY  BOARD. 


1.  Members  of  Board.  Board  is  hereby  established  to  be 
known  as  “The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.”  This  Board 
shall  consist  of  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture,  the  State  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner 
and  the  State  VTterinarian  who  shall  be  a competent  and  quali- 
fied person  (a)  as  provided  in  the  act,  entitled  “An  act  to 
create  a Department  of  Agriculture  and  define  its  duties.” 
1895,  May  21 ; P.  L.  91,  Sec.  1. 

(a)  The  State  Veterinarian  must  be  a graduate  of  some  reputable  veterinary  college.

2.  Duties  and  Powers  of  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to  protect  the  health  of  the 
domestic  animals  of  the  State ; to  determine  and  employ  the 
most  efficient  and  practical  means  for  the  prevention,  suppres- 
sion, control  or  eradication  of  dangerous,  contagious  or  infec- 
tious diseases  among  the  domestic  animals ; and  for  these  pur- 
poses it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  conduct  scien- 
tific investigations  in  relation  to  the  causes,  nature  and  pre- 
vention of  diseases  of  animals;  to  establish,  maintain,  enforce 
and  regulate  such  quarantine  and  other  measures  relating  to 
the  movements  and  care  of  animals  and  their  products,  the 
disinfection  of  suspected  localities  and  articles,  and  the  de- 
struction of  animals,  as  it  may  deem  necessary ; and  to  adopt, 
from  time  to  time,  all  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act : Provided, 
however.  In  the  case  of  any  slowly  contagious  diseases  only 
suspected  or  diseased  animals  shall  be  quarantined.  1905,

3.  Appraisal  of  Condemned  Animals.  Maximum  Price. 

When  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  condemn  and  kill  any 
animal  or  animals  to  prevent  the  further  spread  of  disease,  and 
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an  agreement  cannot  be  made  with  the  owners  for  the  value 
thereof,  three  appraisers  shall  be  appointed,  one  by  the  owner, 
one  by  the  commission  or  its  authorized  agent,  and  the  third 
by  the  two  so  appointed,  who  shall,  under  oath,  or  affirmation, 
appraise  tlie  animal  or  animals,  taking  into  consideration  their 
actual  value  and  condition  at  the  time  of  appraisement,  and 
such  appraised  price  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
expenses  under  this  act  are  provided  for : Provided,  That  under 
such  appraisement  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  shall  be 
paid  for  any  infected  animal  of  grade  or  common  stock,  and  not 
more  than  fifty  dollars  for  any  infected  animal  of  registered 
stock,  nor  more  than  forty  dollars  for  any  horse  or  mule  of 
common  grade  stock  and  not  to  exceed  fifty  per  cent,  of  ap- 
praised value  of  any  standard  bred,  registered  or  imported 
horses.

4.  Entering  Premises.  The  Board  or  any  member  thereof, 
or  any  of  their  duly  authorized  agents  shall,  at  all  times  have 
the  right  to  enter  any  premises,  farms,  fields,  pens,  abattoirs, 
slaughter-houses,  buildings,  cars  or  vessels  where  any  domes- 
tic animal  is  at  the  time  quartered,  or  wherever  the  carcass  of 
one  may  be,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  it  in  any  way  that 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  determine  whether  they  are  or 
were  the  subjects  of  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease.

5.  Penalty  for  Violating  Act.  Any  person  or  persons  wil- 
fully violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  regula- 
tion of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or  wilfully  inter- 
fering with  officers  appointed  under  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished 
by  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  one  month  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court.

6.  Assistants — Agents — ^Oath — Milk  Supplies.  The  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  appoint  and 
employ  such  assistants  and  agents  and  to  purchase  such  sup- 
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plies  and  materials  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  the  Board  and  the  members  thereof 
are  hereby  empowered  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  to 
the  appraisers  appointed  under  this  act,  that  they  may  order 
and  conduct  such  examinations  into  the  condition  of  the  live 
stock  of  the  State  in  relation  to  contagious  diseases,  including 
the  milk  supplies  of  cities,  towns,  boroughs  and  villages,  as 
may  seem  necessary,  and  to  take  proper  measures  to  protect 
such  milk  supplies  from  contamination.  1895,  May  21;  P.  L.

7.  Payment  of  Expenses.  All  necessary  expenses  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall,  after  approval  in  writing  by  the 
Governor  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  be  paid  by  the 
State  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  in 
the  manner  now  provided  by  law.  1895,  May  21 ; P.  L.  91, 
Sec.  7. 


DISEASES  OF  DOMESTIC  ANIMALS. 

8.  Secretary  of  State  Board  of  Agriculture  to  Take  Meas- 
ures to  Prevent  Spread  of  Disease  Among  Cattle.  When  it 
shall  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture,  that  any  contagious  disease,  not  other- 
wise provided  for  by  law,  prevails  among  domestic  animals,  he 
may  take  sucli  measures  to  prevent  its  spread  as  "may  be 
deemed  expedient,  and  for  this  purpose  shall  have  power  to 
place  infected  animals,  herds,  buildings  and  farms  in  quaran- 
tine, and  to  prevent  the  movement  of  animals  or  objects  likely 
to  convey  the  contagion,  except  upon  proper  permits,  and,  with 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  such  quarantine  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  to  effectively  carr}'  out  the  purpose  of 
this  act.  1889,  May  9;  P.  L.  151,  Sec.  1. 

9.  Interference  With  Officer.  Any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  wilfully  or  intentionally  interfere  with  any  officer  or  of- 
ficers, duly  authorized  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
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or  who  shall  wilfully  or  intentionally  violate  the  provisions  of 
the  quarantine  authorized  by  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
liable  to  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months,  or  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  both,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court.  1889,  May  9;  P.  L.  151,  Sec.  2. 

10.  Appraisment — Compensation.  When  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary or  expedient  to  kill  any  animal  or  animals  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  contagious  disease,  it,  or  they  shall  first  be  appraised 
by  sworn  appraisers,  who  shall  have  due  consideration  for  the 
actual  condition  of  the  animal,  or  animals,  at  the  time  of  ap- 
praisement, and  the  owner  or  owners  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive from  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  a 
certificate  of  value,  which  may  be  paid  from  current  appropria- 
tions or  by  a subsequent  appropriation  by  the  legislature : Pro- 
vided, That  the  amount  of  such  certificates,  issued  in  any  one 
year,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars.

11.  Co-operation  With  National  Government.  For  the  eco- 
nomical eradication  of  contagious  diseases  of  domestic  animals, 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  shall  have 
power,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  ar- 
range for  and  carry  into  effect,  terms  of  co-operation  with  the 
proper  officers  of  the  National  Government.  1889,  May  9;  P. 
L.  151,  Sec.  4. 

12.  Veterinarians  to  Report  Certain  Diseases  of  Animals. 
All  practitioners  of  veterinary  medicine  in  Pennsylvania  shall, 
immediately  upon  gaining  information  thereof,  report  to  the 
secretary  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  the  occurrence 
among  animals  of  any  one  of  the  following  diseases : glanders, 
anthrax,  blackleg,  or  black-quarter ; contagious  pleuro-pneu- 
monia,  or  lung  plague  of  cattle;  rinderpest,  or  cattle  plague; 
haemorrhagic  septicaemia ; foot  and  mouth  disease,  or  aph- 
thous fever  of  cattle;  southern  cattle  fever,  or  Texas  fever; 
sheep  scab ; mange  of  cattle  or  horses ; hog  cholera,  or  swine 
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plague ; rabies,  or  hydrophobia ; maladie  de  coit,  or  eldurine, 
of  horses;  advanced  or  generalized  tuberculosis  or  tuberculosis 
of  the  udder;  or  any  other  disease  adjudged  and  proclaimed  b}^ 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to  be  of  a dangerously  in- 
fectious or  virulent  character.  1905,  March  30 ; P.  L.  78, 
Sec.  1. 

13.  Contents  of  Report.  The  report  to  the  secretary  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
shall  include  a description  of  the  diseased  animal  or  animals, 
tne  name  and  address  of  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  the 
animal,  if  known,  and  a statement  as  to  the  location  of  the 
animal.  1905,  March  30;  P.  L.  78,  Sec.  1. 

14.  Existence  of  Disease  Not  to  be  Concealed.  No  person 
who  has  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  an}'  one  of  the  diseases 
enumerated  in  Section  one  of  this  act,  or  of  an  animal  afflicted 
with  any  one  of  the  said  diseases,  or  with  any  other  disease  ad- 
judged and  proclaimed  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
to  be  of  a dangerously  infectious  or  virulent  character,  shall 
conceal  or  attempt  to  conceal  such  diseased  animal,  or  knowl- 
edge of  such  diseased  animal,  from  a member  or  agent  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  1905,  March  30;  P.  L.  78, 
Sec.  2. 

15.  Moving  or  Exposing  Diseased  Animals  Prohibited.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  to  move  upon  or  across  any  public  highway, 
or  to  expose  to  contact  with  other  animals  of  the  same  species, 
or  in  any  public  place,  any  animal  known  to  be  afflicted  with 
any  one  of  the  diseases  enumerated  in  •section  one  of  this  act, 
or  with  any  other  disease  adjudged  and  proclaimed  by  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to  be  of  a dangerously  infec- 
tious or  virulent  character,  except  upon  specific  permission  so 
to  do  from  a member  or  agent  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board.  1909,  April  27;  P.  L.  189,  Sec.  1. 

16.  Sale  or  Removal  of  Infected  Animals.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  animal  that 
has  reacted  to  the  tuberculin  test,  without  giving  information 
of  such  reaction  to  the  purchaser.  No  animal  that  has  reacted 
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to  the  tuberculin  test  shall  be  sold  or  removed  from  the  prem- 
ises where  the  test  was  made,  without  permission  from  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  1909,  April  27 ; P.  L.  189, 
Sec.  1. 

17.  Injection  of  Virus  Regulated.  No  person  shall  inject 
into,  or  otherwise  administer  to,  any  domestic  animal  that  is 
producing,  or  that  is  to  be  used  as,  food  for  man,  any  virus  or 
other  substance  containing  pathogenic  or  disease-producing 
germs  of  a kind  that  is  virulent  for  man  or  for  animals,  except- 
ing upon  specific  permission  so  to  do  from  a member  or  au- 
thorized agent  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  1909, 
April  27;  P.  L.  189,  Sec.  2. 

18.  Sale  and  Use  of  Tuberculin. — Reports  of  Sales  and  Tests. 

All  tuberculin  sold  for  use  in  testing  cattle,  and  all  tests  of 
cattle  made  with  tuberculin,  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
shall  be  reported  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Live- 
sock  Sanitary  Board,  within  one  week  after  each  sale  or  test 
is  made.  Reports  of  such  sales  of  tuberculin,  and  of  tests  of 
cattle  made  with  tuberculin,  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  who 
made  the  sale  or  the  test ; and  shall  give  the  name  and  address 
of  the  purchaser  of  tuberculin  and  the  amount  supplied,  or  the 
name  and  address  of  the  ov/ner  of  the  cattle  tested,  the  loca- 
tion and  description  of  the  cattle  tested,  and  the  results  of  the 
test.  1909,  April  27;  P.  L.  189,  Sec.  2. 

19.  Limit  of  Appraisal  Value.  Disposal  of  Carcass.  The 
maximum  limit  of  appraisement  that  shall  hereafter  be  allowed 
for  animals  that  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  necessarj^  to  destroy, 
to  prevent  the  further  spread  of  a dangerous,  contagious,  or 
infectious  disease,  shall  be  as  follows:  For  a horse  or  mule, 
sixty  dollars,  for  a bovine  animal,  of  grade  or  common  stock, 
forty  dollars ; for  a bovine  animal,  of  pure  breed  or  of  regis- 
tered stock,  seventy  dollars;  for  a sheep  or  pig,  ten  dollars: 
Provided,  however.  That  the  amount  of  appraisement  shall 
not,  in  anv  case,  exceed  two-tliirds  of  the  actual  value  of  the 
aninial  at  tlie  time  of  ap])raisment : .And  provided  further.  That 
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the  owner  shall  dispose  of  carcasses,  parts  of  carcasses,  hides, 
and  offal  in  a manner  that  is  consistent  with  the  protection  of 
the  health  of  the  public  and  of  animals,  and  that  is  in  accord 
with  laAvfully  established  regualtions  of  the  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board.  1909,  April  27 ; P.  L.  189,  Sec.  3. 

20.  Proceeds  of  Sale  of  Carcass.  The  net  proceeds  to  the 
owner  from  the  sale  of  such  carcasses,  parts  of  carcasses,  hides, 
or  offal,  as  are  permitted  under  the  said  regulations  to  be  sold, 
shall  be  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  indemnity  paid  by  the 
Commonwealth ; but  the  total  amount  of  the  net  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  such  carcasses,  parts  of  carcasses,  hides  or  offal,  as 
are  permitted  under  the  said  regulations  to  be  sold,  and  of  in- 
demnity from  the  State,  shall  not  exceed  ninety  per  centum 
of  the  actual  value  of  the  animal  at  the  time  of  appraisement 
1909,  April  27 ; P.  L.  189,  Sec.  3. 

21.  Quarantine.  AVhen  any  one  of  the  diseases  enumerated 
in  section  one  of  this  act  (a)  or  any  other  diseases  adjudged 
and  proclaimed  by  the  .'^tate  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to  be 
of  a dangerously  infectious  or  virulent  character,  shall  exist  in 
any  locality,  a quarantine  may  be  established  by  authority  of 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  with  relation  to  all  ani- 
mals subject  to  the  said  diseases  in  the  district  in  which  dan- 
ger of  infection  is  deemed  to  exist;  but  the  duration  of  such  a 
general  quarantine  shall  not  exceed  twice  the  maximum  period 
of  incubation  of  the  disease  that  the  quarantine  is  designed  to 
repress.  Such  a general  quarantine  may,  if  disease  and  ex- 
treme danger  continue,  be  renewed.  During  or  after  the  ex- 
piration of  such  limit  of  the  period  of  a general  quarantine,  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  may,  if  deemed  necessary  to 
control  an  outbreak  of  a dangerous,  contagious  or  infectious 
disease,  in  order  to  insure  that  none  but  healthy  animals  shall 
be  transported  or  moved,  shall  have  authority  to  institute  regu- 
lations preventing  the  movement  of  livestock  except  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  examined  by  persons  appointed  by  the

22.  Protection  of  Milk  Supply — Co-operation  With  Local 
Health  Boards.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  may  co- 
operate with  any  local  Board  of  Health,  in  accordance  with 
rules  and  regulations,  and  upon  such  terms  of  cooperation  as 
may  mutually  be  agreed  upon,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  condition  of  dairy  herds  and  of  milk  supplies,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  such  milk  supplies  from  contamination ; 
and  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  may  undertake,  so  far 
as  possible,  to  bear  one-half  of  the  cost  of  such  examinations 
as  are  made,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said 
local  Board  of  Health,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  from  con- 
tamination milk  produced  to  be  sold  within  the  field  of  juris- 
diction of  said  local  Board  of  Health.  1905,  March  30;  P.  L.

23.  Penalty  for  Violating  Act. — Disposition  of  Fines.  Any 

person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  before 
any  alderman,  magistrate,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  be  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  and  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  together 
with  all  the  costs  of  the  prosecution  ; and,  in  default  of  the  pay- 
ment of  said  fine  and  costs,  shall  stand  committed  until  the 
same  are  paid.  All  penalties  and  costs  recovered  for  the  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or  to  an  author- 
ized agent  of  said  Board,  and  by  him  be  immediately  covered 
into  the  State  Treasury.  1905,  March  30;  P.  L.  78,  Sec.  7. 

24.  Procedure  When  Animals  Killed  For  Food  Are  Tuber- 
culous. Whenever  it  comes  to  the  knowledge  of  the  secretary 
of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or  an  agent  of  that  board 
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who  is  authorized  to  inspect  animals,  that  a meat-producing 
animal,  killed  for  food,  was  found  to  be  infected  with  tubercu- 
losis, or  with  a disease  resembling  tuberculosis,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board, 
either  himself  or  by  deputy,  or  of  an  authorized  agent  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  to  make  an  inspection  of  the 
said  dead  animal  and  its  parts,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  it  is  or  was  infected  with  tuberculosis,  and,  if  infected, 
to  what  extent.  1903,  March  25  ; P.  L.  60,  Sec.  1. 

25.  Condemnation  and  Disposal  of  Carcass — Rules  For  In- 
spection. If  it  shall  be  found  that  the  animal,  from  which  the 
carcass  or  meat  came,  was  infected  with  tuberculosis,  or  other 
infectious  disease,  and  to  a degree  that  renders  the  flesh  unfit 
for  use  as  food,  the  said  dead  animal,  carcass  or  meat,  shall  be 
condemned,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  use  of  any  method 
that  is  approved  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  For 
the  guidance  of  inspectors  of  animals  and  meats,  and  of  agents 
of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  rules  for  the  inspection 
of  the  carcasses  of  meat-producing  animals  may  be  promul- 
gated by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  such  rules,  the  rules  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry,  that  cover  the  inspection  of  animals  and  car- 
casses for  tuberculosis  in  abattoirs  under  federal  inspection, 
shall  be  observed.  1903,  March  25  ; P.  L.  60,  Sec.  2. 

26.  Certifiaate  of  Tuberculosis — Appraisal — Maximum  Val- 
uation. When  it  is  decided  by  a meat  inspector,  approved  in 
respect  to  competency  and  reliability  by  the  secretary  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or  by  a member  or  agent  ot 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  certified  by  him  in 
writing  on  an  official  form  that  shall  be  provided  for  this  pur- 
pose by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitar)"  Board,  that  the  flesh  of 
a meat-producing  animal  is  unfit  for  use  as  food,  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  the  animal  from  which  it  came  was  infected  with 
tuberculosis  to  an  injurious  degree,  the  said  meat  or  carcass 
may  be  appraised,  by  agreement  between  a member  or  agent 
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of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  and  the  owner  or  his 
agent,  or,  if  an  agreement  cannot  be  made,  three  appraisers 
shall  be  appointed,  one  by  the  owner  or  his  agent,  one  by  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  or  its  authorized  agent,  and 
the  third  by  the  two  so  appointed,  who  shall,  under  oath  or 
affirmation,  fairly  and  impartially  appraise  the  meat  or  carcass, 
taking  into  consideration  its  apparent  market  value  at  the  time 
of  appraisement : Provided,  however.  That  such  appraised  val- 
uation shall  not  exceed  five  cents  per  pound,  nor  twenty-five 
dollars  for  the  entire  carcass.  1903,  March  25 ; P.  L.  60,  Sec.  3. 

27.  Payment  of  Appraised  Value.  The  amount  of  the 
agreed  or  appraised  valuation  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  expenses 
of  said  board  are  paid,  upon  the  presentation  of  satisfactory 
certificates  of  condemnation  and  valuation,  and  satisfactory 
evidence  in  writing  that  the  condemned  animal  has  been  con- 
tinuously in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  not  less  than  four 
months  prior  to  slaughter,  and  that  the  carcass  was  disposed 
of  in  a way  that  had  been  approved  by  the  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board.  1903,  March  25 ; P.  L.  60,  Sec.  4. 

28.  Disposal  of  Carcasses  of  Domestic  Animals  Dying  of 
Disease.  When  any  domestic  animal  may  die  of,  or  be  killed 
while  afflicted  with,  an  infectious,  contagious,  germ  or  para- 
sitic disease,  adjudged  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
to  be  of  a dangerous  or  virulent  character,  and  in  particular 
when  any  domestic  animal  may  die  or  be  killed  while  it  is 
afflicted  with  any  one  of  the  diseases  known  as  anthrax,  black 
quarter,  hog  cholera,  swine  plague,  rabies  or  glanders,  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  animals  shall  at  once  destroy  or  dis- 
pose of  the  carcass  of  such  animal  by  one  of  the  methods  herein 
provided.  1901,  May  2;  P.  L.  121,  Sec.  1. 

29.  Methods  of  Disposing  of  Carcass.  The  methods  of  de- 
struction or  disposal  shall  be  of  a kind  that  will  completely  de- 
stroy or  securely  sequester  the  poison,  germ,  parasite  or  infec- 
tive agent  of  the  disease  with  which  the  animal  was  afflicted 
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at  the  time  of  death.  The  following  methods  of  destruction  or 
disposal  shall  be  allowed : One.  Complete  burning  or  crema- 
tion of  the  carcass,  and  of  all  its  parts  and  products.  Two. 
Boiling  the  carcass  and  all  of  its  parts  and  products  in  water, 
or  heating  the  same  with  steam,  at  the  temperature  of  boiling 
water,  for  at  least  two  hours.  Three.  Burying  the  carcass 
and  all  of  its  parts  and  products  in  a place  that  is  not  subject 
to  overflow  from  ponds  or  streams,  that  is  distant  not  less  than 
one  hundred  feet  from  any  water  course,  well,  spring,  public 
highway  or  building  used  as  a house  or  stable,  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner,  to  wit : The  grave  shall  be  of  such  a depth  that 
when  the  carcass  and  the  parts  and  products  thereof  are  placed 
in  it,  and  the  grave  is  filled  with  earth  and  the  top  is  smoothed 
to  the  level  of  the  surrounding  surface,  the  uppermost  part  of 
the  carcass  and  of  its  parts  and  products  shall  be  completely 
covered;  and.  further,  the  grave  shall  be  so  protected  that  the 
carcass  cannot  be  dug  out  or  e.xposed  by  dogs  or  other  animals. 
Before  the  carcass  and  its  parts  and  products  are  covered  with 
earth  they  shall  be  covered  with  lime,  to  a depth  of  not  less 
than  three  inches.  Any  other  method  of  destroying  or  dispos- 
ing of  carcasses,  and  of  the  parts  and  products  of  carcass,  may 
be  practiced  that  is  specifically  approved  by  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board.

30.  Penalty  For  Neglect  to  Dispose  of  Carcass.  If  any  per- 
son owning  an  animal  that  dies  while  it  is  afflicted  with 
anthrax,  black  quarter,  hog  cholera,  swine  plague,  rabies  or 
glanders,  or  any  other  infectious,  contagious,  germ  or  parasitic 
disease,  that  is  adjudged  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board  to  be  of  a dangerous  or  virulent  character,  shall,  after 
notification  by  any  one,  neglect  within  twenty-four  hours  to 
destroy  or  dispose  of  the  carcass  and  its  parts  and  products 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  two  of  this 
act,  (a)  the  said  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a

31.  Disposal  of  Carcass  in  Case  of  Owner’s  Neglect.  When 
the  carcass  and  products  of  any  animal  that  died  while  af- 
flicted with  any  of  the  diseases  specified  in  section  one  (a) 
of  this  act,  or  of  any  infectious,  contagious,  germ  or  parasitic 
disease,  that  is  adjudged  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board  to  be  of  a dangerous  or  virulent  character,  is  not  dis- 
posed of  or  destroyed  in  one  of  the  ways  set  forth  in  section 
two  (a)  of  this  act,  and  this  fact  shall  be  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  an  agent  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board, 
the  board  of  health  of  the  township,  borough  or  city  in  which 
the  death  occurs  or  in  which  the  carcass  of  the  animal  may 
be;  or  when  this  fact  shall  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  any 
member  of  such  board  of  health ; or  in  the  event  that  there  is 
no  board  of  health  having  jurisdiction,  when  any  township 
auditor,  of  a township  in  which  such  a carcass  may  be,  is 
notified  of  the  fact;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  agent  of 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or  members  of  a board 
of  health,  or  said  health  board,  or  said  township  auditor,  to 
at  once  cause  the  carcass  and  its  parts  and  products  to  be  dis- 
posed of  or  destroyed  in  accordance  with  the  methods  pre- 
scribed in  section  two  (b)  of  this  act.

32.  Expense  of  Disposal.  The  disposal  or  destruction  of 
the  carcass  shall  be  carried  out  in  a way  that  is  as  economical 
as  is  compatible  with  efficiency  and  safety,  and  a fully  itemized 
bill  of  the  expense  incurred  shall  be  drawn  up  by  the  agent 
of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  the  board  of  health,  or 
the  board  of  township  auditors,  and  forwarded  as  a voucher 
to  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  If  the  voucher  is  ap- 
proved by  said  board,  it  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as 
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other  expenses  of  said  board  are  paid : Provided,  however, 
That  no  charge  shall  be  paid  of  more  than  ten  dollars  for  the 
destruction  of  a single  carcass  of  a horse,  mule,  cow,  bull,  or 
ox;  nor  more  than  three  dollars  for  the  destruction  of  a single 
carcass  of  a colt,  calf,  sheep,  hog,  or  dog.

ship clerk  to  perform  this  service;  and  the  said  officers  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  one  dollar  for  each  head  of  cattle,  so 
taken  up ; and  any  officer,  who  shall  refuse  to  perform  the 
duties  of  tliis  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  of  ten  dollars.

IMPORTATION  OF-DOMESTIC  ANIMALS. 

37.  Importation  of  Cattle  for  Breeding  Regulated.  The  im- 
portation of  dairy  cows  and  neat  cattle  for  breeding  purposes 
into  the  Commonrvealth  of  Pennsylvania  is  hereby  prohibited, 
excepting  when  such  cows  and  neat  cattle  are  accompanied 
by  a certificate  from  an  inspector,  whose  competency  and  re- 
liability are  certified  to  by  the  authorities  charged  with  the 
control  of  the  diseases  of  domestic  animals  in  the  State  from 
whence  the  cattle  came,  certifying  tliat  tliey  have  been  ex- 
amined and  subjected  to  the  tuberculin  test  and  are  free  from 
disease.

38.  Detention  and  Examination  in  Lieu  of  Certificate.  In 
lieu  of  an  inspection  certificate  as  above  required,  the  cattle 
may  be  detained  at  suitable  stock-yards  nearest  to  the  State 
line  on  the  railroad  over  which  they  are  shipped,  and  there  ex- 
amined at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  or  cattle  as  above  speci- 
fied from  ])oints  outside  of  the  State  may,  under  such  restric- 
tions as  may  l)e  provided  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board,  l>e  sliipped  in  quarantine  to  their  destination  in  Penn- 
sylvania, tliere  to  remain  in  quarantine  until  properly  exam- 
ined at  the  e.xpense  of  the  owner,  and  released  by  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board.

39.  Powers  of  Board.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  prohibit  the  importa- 
tion of  domestic  animals  into  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania whenever  in  their  judgment  such  measures  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  health  of  the  domes- 
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tic  animals  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  to  make  and  enforce 
rules  and  regulations  governing  such  traffic  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  required.

40.  Civil  Liability  for  Violation.  If  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
porate body  shall,  by  himself,  herself  or  themselves,  or  by 
his,  her,  their  or  its  agents  or  servants,  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  every  such  person,  firm  or  corporate  body, 
and  his,  her,  their  or  its  agents  or  servant,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  which  shall  be  recoverable,  with 
costs,  by  any  person  suing  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth, 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable;  and  justices 
of  the  peace  and  aldermen,  throughout  this  Commonwealth, 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  all  actions  for 
the  recovery  of  said  penalties : Provided,  however.  That  either 
or  both  parties  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  as  provided  by  existing 
laws  in  suit  for  the  recovery  of  penalties.

TRANSPORTATION  OF  ANIMALS. 

44.  Feeding  Animals  During  Transportation.  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  drovers,  owners,  or  shippers,  of  horses,  cattle, 
sheep,  hogs  and  other  animals,  upon  the  several  railroads  of 
this  Commonwealth,  and  they,  or  either  of  them,  by  them- 
selves, or  their  agents,  shall  have  the  right,  at  all  seasonable 
hours,  to  enter  any  of  the  stock  or  cattle  yards,  of  any  of  said 
companies,  used  in  connection  with  said  railroads,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  feeding  and  taking  care  of  said  animals,  while  in  said 
yards  waiting  transportation;  and  when  the  cars  have  been 
designated  by  railroad  companies,  or  their  agents,  to  receive 
an}"  of  said  animals  for  transportation  on  said  roads,  it  shall 
be  lawful,  and  the  said  drovers,  owners  or  shippers,  of  said 
animals,  or  their  agents,  shall  have  the  right  to  provide  suita- 
ble and  customary  bedding  for  the  kind  of  animals  to  be 
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transported,  and  place  same  in  said  cars,  before  said  animals 
are  put  into  the  same  for  transportation : And  provided.  That 
said  bedding  shall  be  of  the  usual  and  customary  kind  used 
for  that  purpose,  and  shall  not  increase  the  risk,  or  hazard,  of 
said  companies,  in  the  said  transportation.  1863,  December

MEATS  AND  MEAT  FOOD  PRODUCTS. 

45.  Definition  of  “Meats”  and  “Meat  Food  Products.”  The 
terms  meats  and  meat  food  products,  wherever  used  in  this 
act,  shall  include  and  apply  to  all  carcasses,  or  parts  of  car- 
casses, of  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  and  goats,  and  the  meat  or 
meat  food  products  thereof.

46.  Meats  and  Meat  Food  Products  to  be  Inspected. — 
Duties  of  Board.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  to  organize  and  to  administer,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  a service  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  consumers  of  meats  from  injury  by  disease, 
contaminated,  putrid,  or  otherwise  unsound,  unhealthful,  or 
unwholesome  meats  or  meat  food  products,  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  shall 
formulate  and  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  for  the  dis- 
posal of  the  carcasses  of  diseased  animals.  So  far  as  they  are 
applicable  and  are  approved,  the  meat  inspection  regulations 
of  the  L^nited  States  Department  of  Agriculture  may  be 
adopted  and  promulgated  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board.

47.  Unwholesome  Meats  and  Meat  Products  Not  to  be  Sold. 
No  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  or  any  officer  or  agent  of 
such  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  ex- 
pose with  intent  to  sell,  or  prepare  for  use  as  human  food,  any 
meat  or  meat' product  from  an  animal  that  is  in  such  condi- 
tion that  its  flesh  is  unsound,  unhealthful,  unwholesome,  or 
otherwise  unfit  for  human  food.  Nor  shall  any  unsound,  un- 
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healthful,  or  unwholesome  meat  or  meat  product  be  sold,  or 
ofifered  for  sale,  or  exposed  with  intent  to  sell,  for  use  as 
human  food,  or  be  manufactured  or  prepared  for  use  as  human 
food.

48.  Buildings  and  Vehicles  to  be  Inspected.  The  owners 
lessees,  occupiers,  or  managers  of  all  abattoirs,  slaughtering, 
packing,  butchering,  meat-canning,  meat  manufacturing  or 
rendering  establishments  and  of  places  or  vehicles  where  meat 
is  prepared,  stored,  sold,  or  transported,  shall  keep  such  es- 
tablishments, places,  and  vehicles  in  a wholesome,  clean  and 
sanitary  condition.  1907,  May  25  ; P.  L.  234,  Sec.  3. 

49.  Agents — Qualifications.  The  Governor  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  appoint  ten  persons  to  serve  as 
agents  to  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  Such  agents  shall  have  knowledge  of  the  diseases  of 
meat  producing  animals,  and  shall  be  versed  in  the  conditions 
that  affect  the  soundness,  healthfulness,  and  wholesomeness 
of  animal  food  products.  An  appropriate  standard  of  fitness 
for  appointees  to  these  offices  shall  be  established  and  main- 
tained by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  1907,  May  25 ;

50.  Agents — Salaries  and  Expenses.  Agents  of  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  as  provided  for  in  section  four  of 
this  act,  shall  receive  a salary  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars  per  year,  and  their  actual  necessary  traveling  expenses 
while  engaged  in  the  proper  duties  of  their  office ; Provided, 
however.

aminations of  slaughtering,  packing,  meat-canning,  rendeung, 
or  similar  establishments,  and  of  places  where  meats  me^^t 
food  products  are  manufactured,  prepared,  stored,  or  sold,  foi 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  said  establishments 
or  places  are  constructed,  arranged,  equipped,  managed,  or 
cared  for  in  such  a way  as  injuriously  to  affect  the  soundness, 
healthfulness,  or  wholesomeness,  or  otherwise  to  render  un- 
lit for  human  food,  the  meats  or  meat  food  products  theiein 
prepared,  stored,  or  sold.

Board  to  notify  the  owner,  occupier,  or  manager  thereof  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  particular  defects  found,  and  report  the  same

thereupon  send  to  the  owner,  occupier,  or  manager  of  the  de- 
fective establishment  or  place  a notice,  in  writing,  in  which 
the  defect  or  defects  shall  be  described;  and  the  owner,  occu- 
pier, or  manager  shall  thereupon,  within  reasonable  time, 
remedy,  remove,  or  abolish  the  said  defects.

is  not  removed  or  abolished  within  reasonable  time,  to  be  de- 
signated by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  after  notice 
from  the  said  Board,  the  said  establishment  or  place  may  be 
closed;  and  the  owner,  occupier,  or  manager  thereof,  and  all 
other  persons,  are  forbidden  to  use  the  said  establishment  or 
place  for  the  preparation,  storage,  or  sale  of  meats  or  meat 
food  products  until  the  said  defect  is  remedied,  removed,  or 
abolished  in  a way  that  is  approved  by  an  authorized  agent 
of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  1907,  May  25 ; P.  L.

54.  Local  Meat  Inspectors — Qualifications — Duties — ^Juris- 
diction. All  cities  and  boroughs,  and  all  townships  of  the 
first  class,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  local  meat-inspectors,  as  may  be  required,  and 
to  fix  their  compensation,  which  shall  be  paid  from  the  funds 
of  the  city,  borough,  or  township  of  the  first  class.  The  quali- 
fications of  such  local  meat-inspectors  shall  be  certified  by  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  they  shall  have  the  same 
authority  and  duties  as  are,  by  this  act,  conferred  on  agents 
of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
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the  same  rules  and  regulations.  Such  certificates  of  qualifica- 
tion may  be  withdrawn  or  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  for  incompetency  or  neglect  of 
duty.  Local  meat-inspectors  shall  have  jurisdiction  only 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  or  borough,  or  township  of  the 
first  class,  by  and  for  which  they  are  appointed.  Such  local 
meat-inspectors  shall  not  be  governed  by  ordinances,  rules,  or 
regulations  that  are  incompatible  with,  or  that  conflict  with, 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  with  the  rules  or  regulations  for  the 
guidance  of  its  agents,  approved  and  promulgated  by  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  1907,  May  25 ; P.  L.  234,  Sec.  8. 

55,  Local  Agents — Duties — Condemnation  of  Meats — Re- 
ports. The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  may,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  adopt,  not  incompatible  with 
the  acts  of  Assembly  or  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth, appoint  local  agents  to  examine  the  animals,  carcasses, 
meats,  and  meat  food  products,  used,  prepared,  or  stored  in 
local  slaughtering,  packing,  canning,  rendering,  or  similar  es- 
tablishments, and  to  affix  an  approved  stamp  or  mark  to  the 
meats  and  meat  food  products  that  are  found  to  be  sound, 
healthful,  wholesome,  and  fit  for  human  food.  The  meats  and 
meat  food  products  that  are  found  to  be  unsound,  unhealthful, 
unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  food,  shall  be  re- 
jected or  condemned,  and  disposed  of  so  that  they  cannot  be 
used  for  human  food,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  Such 
agents  shall  report  to,  and  they  may  be  transferred  or  dis- 
missed by,  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  They  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  the  regulations 
governing  and  for  the  guidance  of  agents  of  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board.

56.  Local  Agents — Compensation — Appointment.  The 

funds  for  the  compensation  of  such  local  agents  as  are  pro-

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pointed  to  oversee,  and  upon  whose  request  this  form  of  in- 
spection is  established.

tary Board,  and  the  cheque,  so  drawn  for  said  compensation, 
has  been  approved  by  authorit}"  of  said  Board:  Provided,  That 
such  agents  as  are  provided  for  by  this  section  of  this  act  shall 
be  appointed  only  upon  request  of  the  persons  or  hrms  who 
agree  to  meet  such  ex[)ense.  h'nqdoyes  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  engaged  in  the  inspection  of  ani- 
mals, meats,  and  meat  food  products,  may  be  appointed  agents 
of  the  State  fu’vestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  be  clothed  wu'th 
the  j)ow'ers  of  such  agents:  Provided,  hdwever.  That  such  em- 
ployes of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  shall 
receive  no  pay  or  compensation  for  such  service  as  agents  of 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.

57.  Use  of  Board’s  Laboratory.  The  State  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board  shall  make  arrangements  for  cooperation  between 
the  laboratory  of  the  Board  and  those  engaged  in  the  exam- 
ination and  inspection  of  meat  producing  animals  and  meats, 
so  that  unusual  or  difificult  diseases  and  conditions  may  be 
scientifically  studied  and  accurately  diagnosed  for  the  benefit 
of  the  meat  inspection  service.

58.  Enforcement  of  Act — Exemptions  From  Act — Violation 
of  Act  A Misdemeanor.  The  .State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  regulations  for  the  en- 
forcement of  this  act  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  its  provi- 
sions into  force  and  effect,  and,  so  far  as  is  compatible  with 
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the  purposes  , of  this  act,  the  plans,  regulations,  and  methods 
of  the  meat-inspection  service  of  the  L nited  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  shall  constitute  the  standard  to  be 
adopted  and  followed.  And  the  meat-inspection  work  of  the

tail dealers  in  meat  or  meat  food  products,  supplying  their 
customers.  But  this  proviso  shall  not  prevent  agents  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  or  local  meat-inspectors  from 
inspecting  such  premises,  animals,  meats,  or  meat  food  pro- 
ducts, at  any  time.  And  if  any  such  person  shall  sell,  or  offer 
for  sale  or  transportation,  any  meat  or  meat  food  products 
which  are  diseased,  unsound,  unhealthful,  unwholesome,  or 
otherwise  unfit  for  human  food,  knowing  that  such  meat  food 
products  are  intended  for  human  consumption,  or  shall  keep 
his  establishment,  salesplace,  or  vehicle  in  unsanitary  condi- 
tion, after  official  notice  being  served,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor.

59.  Forged  Stamp  or  Mark  or  Unauthorized  Use  of  Stamp 
or  Mark.  No  person  shall  make,  duplicate,  reproduce,  forge, 
or  counterfeit  any  stamp,  certificate,  mark,  or  emblem  used  or 
authorized  to  be  used  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
for  marking  or  designating  animals,  carcasses,  meats,  or  meat 
food  products  that  have  been  approved  or  condemned;  and  no 
such  stamp,  certificate,  mark,  or  emblem,  used  or  authoiized 
to  be  used  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  shall  be 
used  or  employed  without  specific  authority  so  to  do  from  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  1907,  May  25;  P.  L.  234,

60.  Agents  and  Inspectors — Dereliction  of  Duty — Bribery. 
Any  agent  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or  any 
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local  meat-inspector  appointed  by  authority  of  the  said  Board, 
or  any  local  meat-inspector  appointed  by  any  city,  borough, 
or  township  of  the  first  class,  who  shall  pass  or  approve  any 
meat  or  meat  food  product  that  is  unsound,  unhealthful,  un- 
wholesome, or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  food,  or  who  shall 
fail  to  perform  his  duties  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  or  who 
shall  accept  any  money,  gift  or  other  thing  of  value  from  any 
person,  firm,  or  corporation,  or  officers,  agents  or  employes 
thereof,  given  with  intent  to  influence  his  official  action,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  summarily  discharged  from  office,  and  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.

61.  Bribery  of  Agents  or  Inspectors.  Any  person,  firm,  or 
corporation,  or  any  agent  or  employe  of  any  person,  firm,  or 
corporation,  who  shall  give,  pay,  or  offer,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, to  any  agent,  officer,  or  inspector  authorized  to  perform 
any  of  the  duties  prescribed  by  this  act,  or  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  .State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  any  money 
or  other  thing  of  value,  with  intent  to  influence  said  agent, 
officer,  or  inspector  in  the  discharge  of  any  duty  herein  pro- 
vided for,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one 
year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  1907,  May  25 ;

62.  Penalty  For  Sale  of  Unwholesome  Meat  or  Meat  Food 
Product.  If  any  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  or  offer  for 
transportation  to  market,  any  meat  or  meat  food  product 
which  is  diseased,  unsound,  unhealthful,  unwholesome,  or 
otherwise  unfit  for  human  food,  knowing  that  such  meat  or 
meat  food  product  is  intended  for  human  consumption,  he 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  there- 
of, shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol- 
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lars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a period  not  exceeding  one  year, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  1907,  May  25 ; P.  L.

63.  Penalty  for  Violating  Act.  Any  person,  firm,  or  cor- 
poration, or  an  officer  or  agent  of  such  firm  or  corporation, 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.  1907,  May  25 ; P.  L.  234,  Sec.  13. 

64.  Desposition  of  Fines  and  Penalties.  All  fines  and  pen- 
alties arising  from  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and 
shall  be  immediately  paid  by  said  Board  to  the  State  Treas- 
purer,  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth.  1907,  May  25 ; P.

65.  Sale  of  Unwholesome  Meat  and  Fish — Veal  Less  Than 
3 Weeks  Old.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  butcher  or  other 
person  to  expose  for  sale  any  tainted  or  unwholesome  meat 
or  fish,  or  any  veal  less  than  three  weeks  old  when  killed,  in 
any  of  the  market  houses  or  other  places  for  vending  meat  in 
any  of  the  cities  or  boroughs  in  the  several  counties  of  this 
Commonwealth,  under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  of- 
fense, to  be  recovered  as  other  penalties  are  recoverable,  be- 
fore any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  one-half  of  said  pen- 
alty to  go  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor;  all  laws  inconsistent  with  the  above  are  hereby 
repealed.

66.  Sale  of  Unwholesome  Flesh.  If  any  person  shall  sell  or 
expose  for  sale,  the  flesh  of  any  diseased  animal,  or  any  other 
unwholesome  flesh,  knowing  the  same  to  be  diseased  or  un- 
wholesome, or  sell  or  expose  for  sale  unwholesome  bread,  drink 
or  liquor,  knowing  the  same  to  be  unwholesome,  or  shall 
adulterate  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  or  sell  any  flour,  meal  or 
other  article  of  food,  any  wine,  beer,  spirits  of  any  kind,  or 
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other  liquor  intended  for  drinking,  knowing  the  same  to  be 
adulterated,  or  shall  adulterate  for  sale,  or  shall  sell,  knowing 
them  to  be  so  adulterated,  any  drugs  or  medicines,  such  per- 
son so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  be  sentenced  to  pay  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  undergo  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  both,  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  1860,

MILK  SUPPLY. 

67.  Sale  of  Impure  Milk  in  Second  Class  Cities.  That  every 
person  in  cities  of  the  second  class  who  shall  sell  or  offer 
for  sale,  or  who  shall  transport  or  carry  for  the  purpose  of 
sale,  or  shall  have  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  any 
impure,  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk,  and  every  person 
who  shall  adulterate  milk,  or  who  shall  keep  cows,  for  the 
production  of  milk,  in  a crowded  or  unhealthy  condition,  or 
feed  the  same  on  food  that  produces  impure,  diseased  or  un- 
wholesome milk,  or  who  shall  feed  cows  on  distillery  waste, 
usually  called  “swill,”  or  upon  any  substance  of  an  unwhole- 
some nature,  or  who  shall  not  allow  his  cows  free  movement 
in  the  open  air,  at  pasture  (weather  permitting),  at  least  four 
hours  each  day,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided.  1901,

68.  Definition  of  Unwholesome  Milk.  That  the  addition  of 
water,  ice  or  any  other  substance  or  thing  is  hereby  declared 
an  adulteration ; and  milk  that  is  obtained  from  animals  that 
are  fed  on  distillery  waste,  usually  called  “swill,”  or  upon  any 
substance  in  a state  of  decomposition,  or  upon  any  substance 
of  an  unwholesome  nature,  or  milk  that  has  been  exposed  to 
or  adulterated  by  the  emanations,  discharges  or  exhalations 
from  persons  or  animals  having  any  contagious  disease,  by 
which  the  health  or  life  of  any  person  rnay  be  endangered,  or 
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milk  from  tuberculous  cows,  or  cows  suftering  from  any  feb- 
rile disease,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  impure  and  unwholesome.

69.  Penalty  for  Violating  Act.  Any  person  who  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 
of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  or  more  than  tw'enty-five  dollars 
for  the  first  offense,  and  a penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  the  second  offense,  and 
for  each  offense  thereafter  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars.  All  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by 
this  act  shall  be  recoverable  by  summary  proceedings  before 
any  alderman  or  police  magistrate  in  any  of  said  cities,  and  all

thereof.  In  default  of  the  payment  of  any  fine  or  penalty  im- 
posed by  any  alderman  or  police  magistrate,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  may  be 
committed  to  the  jail,  workhouse  or  other  penal  institution  of 
the  county  in  which  said  city  is  situated,  for  a period  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  days.

70.  Marking  of  Milk  Carts  in  Second  Class  Cities.  Any  per- 
son or  persons  who  shall  in  any  of  said  second  class  cities  en- 
gage in  or  carry  on  the  sale,  exchange,  or  traffic  in  milk,  shall 
have  the  carriage  or  vehicle  from  which  the  same  is  vended, 
conspicuously  marked  with  his,  her  or  their  names,  also  de- 
signate the  locality  from  which  said  milk  is  obtained  or 
where  produced,  and  for  every  neglect  of  such  marking,  the 
person  or  persons  so  neglecting  shall  be  subject  to  a fine  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars.  For  marking  wagons  or  vehicles  so 
as  to  convey  the  idea  that  said  milk  is  procured  from  or  pro- 
cured from  or  produced  in  a different  locality  than  it  really 
is,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  subject  to  a fine 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  The  addition  of  water  or  of  ice  to 
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milk,  is  hereby  declared  an  adulteration,  and  any  milk  ob- 
tained from  animals  fed  on  distillery  waste  or  any  substance 
in  a state  of  putrefaction,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  impure  and 
unwholesome.

71.  Sale  of  Unwholesome  Milk  in  Second  and  Third  Class 
Cities.  In  cities  of  the  second  and  third  classes  whoever  by 
himself  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent 
of  any  other  person,  sells,  exchanges,  or  delivers,  or  has  in  his 
custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  exchange,  or  ex- 
poses or  offers  for  sale  or  exchange,  adulterated  milk,  or  milk 
to  which  water  or  any  foreign  substance  has  been  added,  or 
milk  produced  from  cows  fed  upon  any  substance  in  a state 
of  putrefaction,  or  from  sick  or  diseased  cows,  shall,  for  such 
oft’ense,  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars, 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  1885,  June  7 ; P.  L.  260, 
Sec.  1. 

72.  Marking  of  Milk  Carts  in  Cities,  Boroughs  and  Villages, 

Any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  in  any  cities,  boroughs  and 
villages,  having  a population  of  one  thousand  inhabitants  and 
upwards,  engage  in  or  carry  on  the  sale,  exchange  or  traffic 
in  milk,  shall  have  the  carriage  or  vehicle  from  which  the  same 
is  vended  conspicuously  marked  with  his,  her  or  their  names, 
also  indicating  the  locality  from  whence  said  milk  is  obtained 
or  where  produced ; and  that  for  every  neglect  of  such  mark- 
ing, the  person  or  persons  so  neglecting  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalties  provided  for  in  section  second  of  this  act.  1878,  May

73.  Penalty  for  False  Marking.  For  marking  wagons  or 
vehicles,  so  as  to  convey  the  idea  that  said  milk  is  procured 
from  or  produced  in  a different  locality  than  it  really  is,  the 
person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  subject  to  a fine  of  fifty 
dollars  or  imprisonment  not  less  than  thirty  da)^s,  or  both,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court.

74.  Cleansing  of  Vessels  Used  in  Transporting  Milk.  All 
cans  or  other  vessels,  used  in  the  shipment  of  milk  or  cream 
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on  railroads,  shall  be  thoroughly  cleansed  of  the  refuse  of 
milk  or  cream,  and  other  foreign  matter,  in,  or  adhering  to 
the  inside  of,  such  can  or  other  vessel,  before  shipment,  and 
reshipment  of  same  back  to  the  original  shipper  thereof.  1907, 
May  25;  P.  L.  233,  Sec.  1. 

75.  Penalty  for  Neglect  to  Cleanse  Milk  Vessels.  Any  per- 
son or  persons  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  cleanse  the  cans  or 
other  vessels  as  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act  shall  be 
liable  to  a penalty,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  for  each  and 
every  violation  of  this  act,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth,  as  debts  of  equal  amount  are  by  law  recovera- 
ble, by  any  person  or  persons  who  may  sue  for  the  same.  All 
moieties  or  fines  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the 
respective  counties  of  the  Commonwealth  where  suit  is 
brought ; be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  where  such 
suit  shall  have  been  brought.

76.  Imprisonment  on  Failure  to  Pay  Penalty.  In  default 
of  the  payment  of  the  penalty,  recovered  as  provided  for  in 
section  two  of  this  act,  the  person  or  persons  against  whom 
such  penalty  is  recovered  shall  be  committed  to  the  jail  of  the 
proper  county,  for  as  many  days  as  the  penalty  recovered  is  in 
dollars.

STOCK  BREEDING. 

77.  Licensing  of  Stallions  .and  Jacks.  Every  person,  firm, 
or  company,  standing  or  traveling  any  stallion  or  jack  for 
breeding  purposes  in  the  State,  shall  cause  the  name,  descrip- 
tion, and  pedigree  of  such  stallion  or  jack  to  be  enrolled  by  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  procure  a license  certifi- 
cate from  said  board,  which  shall  thereupon  be  presented  to 
and  recorded  by  the  prothonotary  of  the  county  or  counties  in 
which  said  stallion  or  jack  is  used  for  public  service.  Stand- 
ing for  public  service  shall  be  interpreted  to  mean  the  service 
of  a stallion  or  jack,  for  which  a fee  is  charged,  whether  such 
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stallion  or  jack  be  stood  at  his  home  stable  or  traveled  for 
breeding  purposes.

78.  Requisites  for  Licensing — Certificates  of  Registry.  In 
order  to  obtain  the  license  certificate  herein  provided  for,  the
